Washington, May 9.—Three mem­ 
bers of the United States senate have 
received letters from President Roose­ 
velt within the past few days declar­ 
ing his supremacy, as commander-in 
chief, In all m atters referring to the 
control of the army and navy. 
Two 
of the letters have created intense 
feeling In the senate aud it is not un­ 
likely that they will precipitate a j 
conference of the Republican mem- ! 
hers. The letters, In every case, are 
in defense of his course in discharging 
without honor the negro soldiers he 
believed to be guilty of shooting up 
the town of Brownsville, Tex., and 
his action in banishing Colonel Will­ 
iam F. Stewart to an abandoned mili­ 
tary post in a desert section of Ari 
zona. 
The third letter came to Senator 
Stewart of Vermont. 
A few days ago. 
during the debate of the Brownsville 
affray, Senator Stewart asked a ques 
tion indicating that he had doubt as 
to (he wisdom of extending to the pres­ 
ident the power of passing on the in 
nocenee or guilt of ex soldiers apply­ 
ing for reinstatement in view of the 
fact that the president still believe: 
that the negroes have been guilty o' 
participation in the affray. 
The sena­ 
tor was surprised to receive from the 
president a letter bearing on both the 
Colonel Stewart and the Brownsville 
cases. Attached to the communication 
were letters <o Senators Rayner and i 
William Alden Smith, the one to Mr. 
Rayner asserting chiefly the presi- j 
dent's right as commander-in-chief to i 
deal with an officer in such m anner j 
as he pleased, while that to Mr. Smith 
was confined to tho Brownsville at 
fair and reiterated the president’s 
lief that he had dealt with the case as 
conditions demanded. 
The president went farther still iii 
his letter to Senator Stewart. 
In ad 
dition to repeating much that he said 
to the other senators, he declared that 
Senator Stewart, from the question 
asked in the debate, appeared to be 
proceeding under a misapprehension 
of the duties of the president of the 
United States, in connection with the 
army and navy. 
He quoted the law as 
he understands it and denied that he j 
was under any obligations to give to , 
the discharged negro soldiers or to j 
Colonel Stewart any court of inquiry, i 
Several paragraphs were devoted to a j 
discussion of Colonel Stewart’s case j 
and the faults of his, which have put j 
him in disrepute in army circles, j 
After this discussion the president 
wrote that in every community there 
is found maudlin sympathy with m ur­ 
derers, and the Thaw case in New 
York is cited by him as an example.

Ban Francisco, May 9.—Th# com­ 
bined Atlantic and Pacific fleets of 
battleships, armored antisera, torpedo

armorclads thus far to mark the prog­ 
ress of tho American navy to second 
rank among tho floating forces of the 
world—were reviewed in picturesque 
Ban Francisco harbor by Secretary of 
the Navy Metcalf.
